Shock as college 
is slammed in 
Ofsted report

NEWS that Ely College has been 
placed in to special measures - 
and its principal has resigned - 
has rocked the Ely community 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, the 
school’s principal, stood down 
on Friday - the last day of term 
- after Ofsted rated the school as 
‘inadequate’ following their two- 
day visit in February In 2013, the 
college was rated as ‘good’. 

Both her deputies, Martha Ball 
and Richard Baker, as well as the 
governors, also resigned. 

Chris Tweedale, chief executive 
of the CfBT Schools Trust, which 
oversees the management of the

school, said: “We are very disap¬ 
pointed, but working closely with 
colleagues at Ely. We are taking 
positive and decisive action to 
re-establish the college as a good 
school and put it back on its jour¬ 


ney to outstanding. 

“The college will move forward 
under the new leadership of Eve¬ 
lyn Forde, who will take up her 
post as principal at the start of 
the summer term.” 

Mr Tweedale said that Mrs 
Forde would be supported by 
consultant headteacher Jill 
Coughlan CBE and two new dep¬ 
uty principals, Martin Serrao and 
Janet Hallett. A new academy 
council will also take over from 
the governing body. 

The Ofsted report - and the res¬ 
ignations - have shocked pupils, 
staff and parents. Although Mrs 
Jenkinson-Dix’s ‘zero-tolerance 
policy’, which hit national head¬ 
lines when it was introduced, 
proved controversial, many par¬ 
ents have spoken out in support 


of her. 

Maria Robinson said: “I moved 
my son to Ely College. He went 
from a D student who hated 
school to a B student who enjoys 
school. 

“My son had been sent to the 
hall for talking in class but I fully 
supported the teacher’s decision. 
I’ll go on my own experience, not 
some report that is based on a 
two-day visit.” 

Helen Whittaker said: “I have a 
child at the college who is thriv¬ 
ing and am sending another one 
in September. 

“I am sad the head has left, and 
liked the discipline she instigat¬ 
ed.” 

Izzy Walker added: “I am flab-

A TRAVELLER family has 
been left homeless follow¬ 
ing a devastating fire in Lit¬ 
tle Downham.

Mrs Loveridge, her husband, 
George, and their youngest 
three children own was de¬ 
stroyed in the fire. 

Speaking to the News, she 
said: “We’ve lost everything 
- our homes, our clothes, 
our furniture, our memo¬ 
ries, our jewellery - every¬ 
thing. 

“It was horrendous. I was 
asleep in the trailer when 
the fire started. My daugh¬ 
ter, Elvira, who is 15, ran in 
to wake me up and I honest¬ 
ly thought she was joking. 


“We have no idea how 
it started and it spread so 
quickly. We dialled 999 and 
were trying to put the fire 
out using hosepipes and 
buckets but there was noth¬ 
ing we could do.” 

Mrs Loveridge, who has 
four grandchildren, said: 
“We’ll get over this like we 
do everything else, but we’re 
going to have to start again 
from scratch.” 

A Lire and Rescue Service 
spokeswoman said the cause 
of the fire was unknown.

Strong views voiced 
over revamp plans

‘HIDEOUS’, ‘amazing’, ‘the cat’s 
whiskers’ and ‘ugly in the ex¬ 
treme’. 

These are just some of the 
words residents have used to 
describe £4 million plans to re¬ 
vamp the dated retail and office 
block on Ely Market Place. 

Last week the plans were re¬ 
vealed by Rannerlow Property 
Investment and Management, 
which owns the large building, 
and Ely-based Gary Johns Archi¬ 
tects. 

The aim is to “breathe new 
life into the city centre” by add¬ 
ing one-and-a-half storeys to the 
1960s block and building 21 new 
apartments. 

But the proposals, which were 
the focus of a two-day exhibition 
at Ely Museum, have sparked a 
mixed reaction from local peo¬ 
ple. 

Commenting online, Sharon 
Sharpe said: “Looks amazing, 
will take years for that to hap¬ 
pen.” 

David Clark, owner of David 
Clark estate agents, which is lo¬ 
cated in the block, said: “The de¬ 
sign is very different and I like it. 
I was impressed when I saw the 
drawings. 

“English Heritage have told 
the developers they want some¬ 


thing that’s modern and some¬ 
thing that makes a statement, 
and I certainly think they’ve 
achieved that.” 

Little Downham resident Ed¬ 
die Holden said: “To me it’s the 
best eye catcher in design have 
seen yet, well with in keeping 
with Ely other buildings. I think 
this is the cat’s whiskers.” 

But others are not impressed 
with the design, and fear it will 
have a damaging effect on the 
city centre - and views of Ely Ca¬ 
thedral. 

Tim Bristol, of Palace Green, 
said: “The pretentious ghastly 
blob of the proposed design is 
inappropriate to the centre of 
Ely. 

“It is ugly in the extreme and 
does nothing whatsoever to en¬ 


hance the attractive mixture of 
Ely’s ancient and modern build¬ 
ings.” 

Commenting online, Rebecca 
Tomkins said: “Hideous! Looks 
like something you’d find on a 
large housing estate. How is this 
in keeping with our beautiful 
city?” 

Susan Hall, of Chelmer Way, 
Ely, and who attended the pub¬ 
lic exhibition on Thursday, said: 
“It will dwarf the city centre and 
will be so out of keeping with the 
surrounding buildings, I think 
the centre will be ruined. 

“Making the building so tall in 
order to make revenue out of the 
21 proposed flats is a step too far. 

“I was told that the council 
had requested a modern build¬ 
ing, and yet all the housing de¬ 


velopments on the west side of 
the city had to conform to older 
styling eg. sash windows. 

“I am not some old fashioned, 
stuck-in-the-mud type person. 
I do want re-development but 
people come to Ely to enjoy its 
character. Don’t waste an oppor¬ 
tunity to develope tastefully.” 

Speaking to Ely News on Tues¬ 
day, James Bateson, from Ran¬ 
nerlow Ltd, said: “Around 300 
people came to the exhibition, 
which we were really pleased 
with. 

“The whole point of the ex¬ 
hibition was to gauge people’s 
views and the proposals have re¬ 
ceived an overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive response. 

“Some concerns have been 
raised about the height of the 
building and how that could im¬ 
pact on the Market Place and the 
views on the cathedral, and we 
will be taking everyone’s views 
into consideration. 

“We will be feeding everyone’s 
responses back to the architects 
so that we can make any neces¬ 
sary tweaks to the design.”

Deal reached 
at 11th hour 


AN 11th hour deal looks set 
to resolve issues surround¬ 
ing multi-million pound 
plans for a new leisure cen¬ 
tre and schools in Littleport. 

Steve Barclay, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
has been trying to negoti¬ 
ate agreements on issues 
between Littleport Parish 
Council and the Littleport 
Leisure Trust for the past few 
weeks. 

The main issues have been 
the proposed access to the 
new facilities and the own¬ 
ership and management of 
the new leisure centre. 

Now that East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
is in purdah because of the 
upcoming elections, it was 
feared that the £34 million 
proposals, which includes 
building a new leisure cen¬ 
tre and two new schools,

could have fallen through. 

But on Lriday, Mr Barclay 
and John Hill, the district 
council’s chief executive, 
managed to persuade key 
players David Ambrose- 
Smith, from the leisure trust, 
and Andy Wright, from the 
parish council, to agree to 
a compromise, which will 
unblock the impasse and 
ensure Littleport gets its in¬ 
vestment in time for a Sep¬ 
tember 2017 opening. 

The solution is for the dis¬ 
trict council to act as an in¬ 
dependent broker between 
the parish council and the 
trust with the district facili¬ 
tating the appointment of a 
new management commit¬ 
tee within the next three to 


four months. 

The trust will continue to 
manage the existing facility 
until that new management 
body is in place. The parish 
council will release its free¬ 
hold on the land on condi¬ 
tion the new management 
body reports to them as the 
freeholder of the existing fa¬ 
cility and then as the lease¬ 
holder of the new leisure 
facility. 

The deal needs to be for¬ 
mally discussed by the legal 
teams before being agreed 
by both bodies, but has won 
support from Mr Ambrose- 
Smith, Mr Wright, and par¬ 
ish councillors Lred Brown 
and James Lee.

RAIL users could face travel 
disruption over the Easter 
weekend, Network Rail has 
warned. 

Major engineering works 
and projects are taking place 
during the Bank Holiday 
Weekend - and passengers 
are being told their journeys 
are likely to be affected. 

The line between Ely and 
Peterborough is among 
those affected on Sunday as 
Network Rail is carrying out 
bridge surveys at four differ¬ 
ent structures. 

Network Rail bosses say 
the surveys are being car¬ 
ried out “in preparation for 
bridge strengthening work” 
and that there will be altera- 
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tions to Abellio Greater An¬ 
glia, Cross Country and East 
Midlands Trains services.

Junction. Southeastern ser¬ 
vices to Sussex and Kent will 
also undergo changes. 

Network Rail says it has 
contingency plans to prevent 
a repeat of delays caused by 
overrunning works at Christ¬ 
mas.

ne, said: “We have thorough¬ 
ly reviewed our Easter im¬ 
provement work and worked 
closely with the train operat¬ 
ing companies. The industry 
has good contingency plans 
in place that will put passen¬ 
gers first. 

“We are acutely conscious 
that many people want to 
use the railway during the 
holidays to reunite with their 
friends and families, which is 
why the vast majority of the 
network is running normally 
over the holiday period, but 
there will be disruption for 
some.”

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A ghastly blob 

THE Medieval fair held each year 
to commemorate St Audrey (St 
Etheldreda) became notorious for the 
pretentious and gaudy quality of its 
merchandise which were in reality 
cheap, shoddy and of poor quality. 

As a result the word "tawdry" entered 
the English language. 

It was to be hoped that the 
tawdry architectural vandalism of 
Ely's Market Place starting in the 
1960s had ended with the awful 
construction of "Red Square" and its 
adjacent ugly buildings. However, 
the proposed redevelopment of the 
Market Place's shop and office block 
built in the 1960s is adding insult to 
injury. 

Obviously the tawdry spirit that once 
infected Ely is not dead but rising 
once again. 

Amongst the other attributes of the 
Market Place is its visual importance 
at the centre of Ely, with the cathedral 
and medieval buildings creating 
an almost unique backdrop to its 
market. The pretentious ghastly blob 
of the proposed design is completely 
inappropriate to the centre of Ely. 

It is ugly in the extreme and does 
nothing whatsoever to enhance the 
attractive mixture of Ely's ancient and 
modern buildings. 

The redevelopment of such an 
important site warrants widespread 
consultation. 

In the meantime planning permission 
should be refused and the property 
company owning the building should 
be asked to provide a shortlist of 
designs from more sensitive and 
talented architects.

I WAS pleased to see from last 
week's edition of Ely News that East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) are proposing to redevelop 
Ely Market Place.

The developer is to be credited 
for choosing to use the services 
of an architect and in particular 
the talented local firm Gary Johns 
Architects to lead the design of this 
proposal. 

It is also clear that the conservation 
officer at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is to be complimented for 
the support given to the modern 
concept proposed for this sensitive 
site as indeed do English Heritage 
who I gather have also made input 
and supported the proposal.

The pictures of the proposed building 
indicated that it would be a very 
heavy weight mass which could 
completely overshadow the market 
site. It seems to be over decorated 
and completely out of character with 
existing character of the town. 

It would replace a very ordinary, 
rather nondescript row of shops 
which did nothing to improve the 
market place, but on the other hand 
because of the small scale, only 
provided a back drop to the market. 
The new building will provide a 
number of new dwellings, but there 
is no provision for parking spaces.

THE entire leadership team at Ely 
College have been replaced during 
the run in to the exams in the wake 
of a damning Ofsted report where the 
college was rated as inadequate. The 
Ofsted report notes that the school 
has been unable to appoint subject 
leaders with sufficient specialist 
knowledge and have an over reliance 


on newly qualified teachers. 
Secondary education in 
Cambridgeshire is in crisis.

Man who stole from employers avoids jail 


A MAN has been spared jail 
despite stealing more than £7,000 
from the bookmakers where he 
was assistant manager. 

Christopher Brown, 32, of 
Beverley Way, Trumpington, 
was given a suspended prison 
sentence at Cambridge Crown 


Court on Tuesday for taking from 
Coral, in Mill Road, Cambridge. 

Brown, formerly of Henley 
Way, Ely, was found guilty by a 
jury of stealing £2,000 and then 
£5,700 from the branch. 

He was sentenced to 10 
months in prison, suspended for 


two years, and was also ordered 
to carry out 240 hours of unpaid 
work in the local community and 
to pay a £100 surcharge. 

The costs, compensation 
and confiscation matters were 
adjourned until a later date.

ELY Cathedral is to receive 
£150,000 to fund further vi¬ 
tal repair work. 

Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne has announced 
£6.9million in grants from 
the Government-sponsored 
First World War Centenary 
Cathedral Repairs Fund, 
which was set up to support 
vital repairs to some of Eng¬ 
land’s most important his¬ 
toric buildings. 

A total of 24 Church of 
England and seven Catho¬ 
lic cathedrals will benefit 
from grants. The money will 
be used to replace defec¬ 
tive electrical cables on the 
north side of the cathedral. 

The Church of England’s 
42 cathedrals are estimated 
to contribute around £220 
million to the national econ¬ 
omy every year through

West Tower are not affected.

statement he added: “I was 
surprised and upset and I 
was angry to read such igno¬ 
rant comments from some¬ 
body.

When interviewed by po¬ 
lice, King said he had not in¬ 
tended to cause offence. 

Brown said that the com¬ 
ments were reportedly left 
on the status of the victim 
and could be seen by the 
public, but Monica Lentin, 
mitigating, said they were 
sent in a private message 
following an argument with 
the victim’s father. 


She said: “He felt they 
were ganging up on him 
and accepts he did send the 
messages.” Mrs Lentin add¬ 
ed: “He knows he has done 
wrong.” 

Martin Savage, presiding 
magistrate, ordered King to 
pay a £200 fine, £100 com¬ 
pensation, £85 costs and a 
£20 victim surcharge. 

He must also not contact 
the victim, and a two-year 
restraining order has been 
imposed. Mr Savage said: 
“You shouldn’t be behav¬ 
ing like this when you get to 
your age.” He also said the 
fine was higher due to the 
aggravating feature of the 
victim’s sexual orientation.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Police 
are recruiting 10 more call 
handlers and investing in 
new equipment to improve 
the 101 service.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

CATHY Thomson might suf¬ 
fer with severe asthma but 
that isn’t stopping her from 
taking part in this year’s 
London Marathon. 

Cathy 24, from Wicken, is 
donning her running shoes 
to raise as much money as 
she can for Hospice UK. 

The inspiration for her 
taking part is Scott Brim- 
field, who sadly died in June 
last year, aged just 14. 

Scott, from Stretham, had 
complex special and medi¬ 
cal needs, and died at East 
Anglia’s Children’s Hospice 
in Milton, where he received 
around-the-clock care. 

Cathy, who works as a 
teaching assistant at Ely’s 
Highfield School, which ca¬ 
ters for children and young 
people with additional 
needs, said: “Scott was an 
amazing young man with an 
awesome personality who 
was very special to me. 

“I first met Scott when 
I was working at Granta 
School in Linton. 

“When I left there I then 
used to care for him at his 
home. I feel honored and 
privileged to have been part 
of his life.” 

Cathy, who lives with her 
family in The Crescent, first 
took part in the London 
Marathon in 2012 when she 
raised money in memory of 
another child she knew. 

She said: “Last time I ran, 
I ran for Chelsey. This time I 


am running for Scott. 

“I want to raise as much as 
money as possible for Hos¬ 
pice UK in his memory. 

“Hospice UK supports 
hospices across the country, 
including in our area. 

“Hospices across the 
country do wonderful, 
amazing work and at some 
point in our lives most of us 
will be touched by their ser¬ 
vices in one way or another. 

“To try to help just a lit¬ 
tle bit I am pledging to raise 
£2,000 by pounding the 


streets of London. For me, 
it’s not about achieving a re¬ 
cord time or anything - it’s 
about reaching the finish 
line and raising the money 
for the charity. 

“Running is difficult for 
me because of my asthma, 
but I’m not letting that stop 
me. Even if I manage to 
run half of the course and 
walk the other half I’ll be 
pleased.”

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Three-legged run to 
help raise £70,000 
needed for Seb’s op 


A COUPLE are banding to¬ 
gether to raise money to 
give their son life chang¬ 
ing surgery - by running a 
three-legged marathon. 

Lorna and James Broken- 
shire-Dyke, who have twin 
sons named Seb and Solo¬ 
mon, will be running the 
London Marathon while 
joined together as part of 
their efforts to raise £70,000. 

The money raised will be 
going towards surgery for 
their son Seb, 1, who was di¬ 
agnosed with Cerebral Palsy 
Spastic Diplegia last May. 

He has problems with 
muscle control, balance and 
coordination while his legs 
have a tendency to go rigid 
in extension, particularly 
when he is working hard, 
which makes simple things 
such as crawling and even 
sitting difficult for him. 

Lorna, who lives with her 
family in Snailwell, said: 
“We had noticed from about 
six-months that Seb was a

little slower than Solomon. 

“We saw the paediatri¬ 
cian for the first time at 
15 months but by then we 
had fallen across cerebral 
palsy and when we read, we 
knew.” 

Lorna, whose husband 
works at the Environment 
Agency in Ely, said finding 
out about Seb’s condition 
was a “real double edged 
sword” for the family. She 
said: “It was mixed emotions 
because he had an MRI and 
that’s when we found out 
our son was brain damaged. 

“But it was brilliant be¬ 
cause he’s an almost ideal 
candidate for this type of 
surgery when he so easily 
may not have been one at 
all.” 

Since launching their 
fundraising campaign, 
they have raised more than 


£48,000. Lorna said: “Our 
aim is to raise £70,000 for 
Tree of Hope to support 
Seb to have life-changing 
surgery which will remove 
or reduce the spasticity in 
his legs so that he can move 
more freely. 

“The money raised will 
pay for the surgery, after¬ 
care, a prolonged course 
of intensive physiotherapy 
and any specialist equip¬ 
ment he might need. Should 
we need to go to the States 
for his surgery, it will also 
help towards our flights and 
accommodation. 

“Our wish is that one day 
soon he can walk holding 
hands with his twin brother, 
kick a football in the park 
and maybe even ride a bike.”

Perry dream 
comes true 
with victory 
in Thailand 


JOE Perry claimed the biggest 
prize of his professional career 
as he beat Mark Williams to win 
the Players Championship last 
Saturday.

"I missed a couple of early balls 
and was nervous, with it being a 
final, and I played an awful fourth 
frame but got away with a lot, and 
after that I settled down. 

"In the end I played pretty 
good and came through. I try and 
support the tour everywhere, love 
coming to Asia and this is brilliant. 
I love it." 

In the semi-finals, Perry had 
kept Bingham to one frame in the 
4-1 victory, top-scoring with an 
opening frame of 86 as he reeled 
off three in a row after Bingham 
had levelled at 1-1. 

Williams had beaten World 
Grand Prix champion Judd 
Trump 4-2 in his semi-final. He 
was never behind against the 
Englishman - who top-scored 
with a fine 102 - and got over the 
line with runs of 74 and 85.
